The fact that an en- 
listed man is separated fgom his wife does 
not excuse him from making an allotment 
to her, unless a divorce has teen granted 
without an award of alimony to her. The 
only manner in which an enlisted man can 
be excused from making*a compulsory allot- 
ment to his wife is by petition to the di- 
rector of the bureau of war risk insurance.
